violence. Mayor Mitchel’s notice that 
he stood ready to invoke all the civil 
gné military power at his command to 

disorder was followed by great- 
er police activity and a warning that 
persons convicted of engaging in strike 
riots would receive heavier punishment. 

The police department told the trac- 
tion companies that they could re-es- 
tablish night service as soon as they 
were ready, under assurance of ade- 
quite protection. Thus far 6/0 police- 
men have been disposed at strategic 
points. This police guard includes a 
patrol of 50 automobiles and 100 motor 
yydists along the most exposed car 
routes. 

‘ Union Leaders Meet Today. 
Trades union leaders representing 
about 700,000 workers will meet this 
afternoon to decide whether to issue a 
call for a general strike. Some of the 
labor leaders said such a strike, if or- 
dered, would begin Monday or Tuesday. 
The call, they said, would be based on 
the ground that organized wage earners 
thould not ride in cars manned by 
frikebreakers. 

Cross-town surface lines where cars 
ran last night, were not molested. The 
Ines were under heavy police cuard. 
_The early morning bombardments of 
‘elevated trains were resumed however, 
strike sympathizers lurking on roof tops 
throwing bricks and bottles which shat- 
tered car windows. Several passengers 
Were injured in 16 attacks reported by 
the police.

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CITY REGISTRATION: 


IS SLIGHTLY UNDER 
REGORD OF 1910 


169,974 Recorded With Re- 
turns From 33 Precincts Not 
In for Yesterday. 


TOTAL ABOUT 171,000 


Ten Thousand Names Usually 
Cut Off in Revision—41 70,301 
Final Total in 1910. 


The registration on the four days set 
apart for that purpose and ending yes- 
terday was 169,974, with 33 of the 500 pre- 
cincts yet to be heard from. 

At the Election Commissioners’ of- 
fice today it was estimated that the 
missing precincts would show an aver- 
age registration of 36 for yesterday. 
They have already made returns for 
the three preceding days. At this aver- 
age they would add 1188, bringing the 
total registration to 171,162. 

It was at first thought that this year’s 
registration had broken all records, but 
it was found that the registration tota] 
in 1910, after revision, was 170,301. As 
revision usually results in the striking 
off of about 10,000 names, this year’s 
net registration is expected to be smaller 
than in 1910. 

Revision Day Oct. 13. 


For the four registration days the fig- 
ures were as follows: Monday, 59,552; 
Tuesday, 47,778; Wednesday, 236.586: 
Thursday (33 precincts missing), 26,068. 

A canvass of the registration will now 
be made and revision day will be Oct. 
13, when the names of all voters not en- 
titled to registration will be stricken 
from the list. 

Voters who remove after registering 
may have their names transferred at 
the city hall from Oct. 16 to Nov. 1. 
Those who were ill or more than 50 
miles from St. Louis on the registration 
days may register at the city hall on 
Nov. 1, 

Included among the absentees will be 
the St. Louis members of the national 
guard, who are expected to return to 
St. Louis next Tuesday. 

Guardsmen and other absentees be- 
tween now and Nov. 1 must submit their 
own affidavits and those of two regis- 
tered voters, each to show they were 30 
miles or more from the city on the reg- 
istration days. The usual cost of an af- 
fidavit is 50 cents, so that it will cost a 
returning soldier $1.50 to establish his 
right to vote. Similar affidavits must 
be made to prove illness on the regis- 
tration days. 

Filipino Complains. 

A new problem was presented today 
when Leonardo Manuel Sison, a Filipino, 
went to the Election Commissioners’ of- 
fice and said he had been denied the 
right to register. He is employed at the 
Central Public Library and lives at 5445 
Vernon avenue. He exhibited first citi- 
zenship papers issued to him by the Fed- 
eral Court in St. Lour~y fn 1906. 

The Election Commissioners yesterday 
asked Federal authorities here whether 
a Filipino could legally register, and 
were told that Filipinos had been classed 
as Mongolians and therefore had not the 
right to vote. An effort will be made to 
obtain an official ruling on this point. 


BREAD HIGHER IN TWO CITIES 


Prices Are Being Advanced in Pitts- 
burg and Chicago. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 22.—The price 
of bread is being advanced in Pittsburg, 
According to F. P. Wilharm, secretary 
of the Western Association of Master 
Bakers, the recommendations of the 
National Association have been seconded 
by the local organization and individ- 
ual bakers are already raising the price 
to 10 cents a loaf. He said the Sherman 
anti-trust Jaw prevents the association 
from regulating the price of bread but 
does not prevent it from recommending 

the increase. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—The 5-cent loaf of 
bread will cost 6 cents on and after 
Sept. 28, the Ward Baking Co. gave 
notice today. For some time dealers 
have been saying there is an actual loss 
in the sale of tle 5-cent loaf. The price 
increase follows conferences of bakers 
in all parts of the country and the re- 
cent convention of the Master Bakers 
in Chicago.

CITY ORDERED 10 
EQUALIZE RATES 
T0 WATER USERS 


State Commission Holds Ordi- 
nance Giving Manufacturers 


Reduced Charge Is Unjust. 


FIVE DAYS FOR A REPLY 


Board Says Rate Based on 
Difference in Service 
Would Be Fair. 


The State Public Service Commission 
at Jefferson City today issued an order 
condemning the present St. Louis water 


rates schedule, which was designed to 
encourage manufacturing industries, and 


which gives manufacturers a much low- 


er rate than other meter consumers. 
It ordered that the ‘“‘inequality and un- 
just discrimination” in the rates, as 
shown in the Civic League’s complaint 
filed last June, be removed on or be- 
fore Jan. 1. next. 

The Board of Aldermen, which passed 
the ordinance establishing the present 
schedule, is directed fo reply within five 
days after receiving a copy of the or- 
der, and to state whether it will accept 
and obey the order. 

The commission holds that the city 
has a right to grade the charges ac- 
cording to the quantity of water con- 
sumed, but it holds that the city has 
not the right to make a marked dis- 
crimination between different classes 
of users when there is no substantial 
difference in service. Eugene McQuil- 
lin of St. Louis wrote the order, the 
other members of the commission con- 
curring. 

Civic League Figures Quoted. 

The commission quotes figures from 
the Civic League's petition, showing that 
water used for manufacturing purposes, 
in excess of 24,000 cubic feet for six 
months, is charged for at the rate of 
442 cents a hundred cubic feet, without 
further regard to the quantity used. 
‘or all other uses, except swimming 
pools, it says, the price varies on a 
sliding scale, with 12.7 cents a hundred 
as the charge to users of 24,000 cubic 
feet in six months. This rate is lowered 
when a larger quantity is used, but it 
never gets so low as the manufacturing 
rate, even when 32,000,000 cubic feet are 
used in six months. 

As to the intention of the city in 
granting manufacturers a lower rate 
the opinion states, ‘According to the 
undisputed testimony on the part of the 
city, the avowed purpose of the sched- 
ule is to encourage the establishment of 
manufacturing plants in St. Louis. It is 
said that high water rates would pre- 
vent this.’’ 

As to this, the commission holds that 
“this suggestion requires brief consid- 
eration only. It is elementary that the 
powers of the city of St. Louis may he 
used for municipal purposes only. The 
city of St. Louis is a public institution, 
created to promote public as distin- 
guished from private objfects.”’ 

Hearing Held Last March. 

The city, after the passage of the wa- 
ter rates ordinance, filed with the com- 
mission, March 17 last, its schedule of 
water rates as fixed by the ordinance. 
Protests were filed by the Civic League, 
the Central Trades and Labor Union, 
the Central Civic Council and a number 
of individuals. A hearing was held 
March 24, and the commission at that 
time overruled the protests, but state: 
that the members of the commission nad 
grave doubts of the validity of the new 
rates. 

In its first complaint the Civic League 
sets forth that the city, under the 
schedule fixed by the ordinance, would 
be selling water to manufacturers at 
less than the cost of pumping and dis- 
tribution. “ 

The Civic League later filed a new 
proceeding, and at a hearing June 27, 
William F. Woerner, representing the 
league, attacked the manufacturers’ 
rate as flagrant and odious discrimina- 
tion in favor of a class. 


U. $. BATTLESHIPS MAKE 
GREAT GUNNERY RECORD 


Score 75 Per Cent of Hits in Target 
Practice Before Navy Con- 
sulting Board. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—A gunnery 
record, showing better than 75 per cent 
of hits was the remarkable target prac- 
tice of the Atlantic fleet witnessed in 
Lynn Haven Roads Wednesday by the 
16 members of thé Navy Consulting 

Board, according to some who saw it. 

Approximately 60 hits were scored by 
the Texas, one member of the board 
stated, out of 6 shots fired. No. 1 tur- 
ret made 11 hits out of a dozen shots 
and No. 2 turret 10 hits out of 12 shots. 
The other turrets made equally splen- 
did records. 

‘The close target record,’ said W. L. 
Saunders, of the American Institute cf 
Mining Engineers and vice chairman of 
the Consulting Board, “was really re- 
markable. Three shots were fired from 
the Texas at a small target three feat 
square at a mile’s distance. The target 
was being towed at five knotg an hour 
and the ship was running 10 knots on 
an opposite course. Two of the shots 
were bull’s-eyes and the third scratched 
the edge of the target.”’ 

The night firing and battle practice 
by the Minnesota and other ships was 
said to have made a profound impres- 
sion on the board.

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EPIRUS ASKED 10 


JUIN IN’ REVOLT 
MOVE IN GREECE 


Deputy for Janina Publishes Ap- 
peal to Inhabitants to Aid 
“Provisional Government.” 


STARTED AT  SALONIKI 


Eleventh Army Division and Po- 
lice There Went Over to 
Defense Organizers. 


ATHENS, Sept. 22.—Constantino Melas, 
Deputy for Janina, has published an ap- 


peal to the inhabitants of Epirus, afm- 
ing them to join in the national defense 
movement started at Saloniki. 


The Committee of National Defense 
was organized at Saloniki by Greek mili- 
tary officers and prominent civilians in 
the last days of August. The committse 
established what it termed the ‘Provi- 
sional Government of Macedonia,”’ and 
addressed an appeal to the Greek people 
and army, urging them to drive the Bul- 
garians from Greek soil. 

Sept. 3, a Saloniki dispatch stated the 
Eleventh Army Division, the police and 
the Liberal, or Venizelist, party in Mace- 
donia hud joined the _ revolutionary 
movement and that a general mobiliza- 
tion had been decreed in the province. 
No definite news as to what has hap- 
pened since then has been permitted to 
pass the censor. 

Recent reports from Greece have as- 
serted that former Premier Venizelos 
was considering going to Saloniki and 
placing himself at the head of the revo- 
tutionists. 

Further disorders in Greek Mace- 
donia, where a revolutionary move- 
ment has been in progress for some 
time were reported today. A dis- 
patch from Koszhani (a town of some 
10,000 inhabitants, 55 miles southeast 
of Monastir), says the Greek civil au- 
thorities have been removed from o#- 
fice by the inhabitants. The police 
chief and Maj. Karapanos, the mill- 
tary governor, with a company of thea 
Thirty-first Regiment of the line, aro 
said to have joined the uprising. 


Report Plot to Kill Former Greek 
Premier. 

MILAN, Sept. 22.—A Saloniki dispatch 
to the Secolo says: 

‘‘A conspiracy to kill Eliutherios Venl- 
zelos has been discovered, with the re- 
sult that the guard of Cretans about 
his house has been augmented and 
friends accompany the ex-Premier when 
he goes out. 

‘Two lines of trenches have been built 
around King Constantine’s palace, which 
is constantly guarded by large forces.’’ 


VENIZELOS WILL 
HOLD UP DECISION 
ON A REVOLUTION 


Says He Will Give Government 
Brief Time to Determine 
Whether It Will Enter War. 


By Associated Press. 

ATHENS, Sept. 20, via London, Sept. 
22.—Eliptherious Venizelos, the former 
Premier and Cretan statesman, was 
asked today as to the truth underlying 
the repeated reports that he is going 
to Saloniki to put himself at the head 
of a temporary revolutionary govern- 
ment, and, in reply, he declared to the 
Associated Press: 

“T cannot answer now.. I must wait 
a brief time yet and see what the 
Government proposes to do before de- 
ciding on the course it will be best to 
adopt in the event that Greece does not 
enter the war. 

‘‘As I said on Aug. 27, if the King will 
not hear the voice of the people we 
must ourselves devise what is best to 
do. We do not know what that will be 
but a long continuation of the present 
situation would be intolerable. Already 
we have suffered all the agonies of a 
disastrous war, while remaining neutral. 

Morale of Army Destroyea. 

“We have had 10 months of mobiliza- 
tion with all the consequent hardships 
to the families of the men mobilized, 
while both Baikan wars only included 
12 months with greater funds available 
for the relief of the families of the sol- 
diers. Our boundaries have been in- 
vaded. towns, crops and farms have 
been destroyed, and all horrors enacted. 
We have had all the financial burdens 
of war and the cost of maintaining a 
useless mobilization. The morale of the 
army, which three years ago was at 
the topmost pitch, has been destroyed 
by inaction and now is completely gone.

SENTENCES HIGH SCHOOL 
BOYS FOR AUTO THEFTS 


Two Serving 60 Days Each and 
Another 30 Days in Indus- 
trial School. 


Judge Grimm of the Juvenile Court 
today made it known that in the last 
two weeks he. had sentenced threc 
high school boys to serve terms in the 
Industrial] School for driving away au- 
tomobiles owned by others and taking 
joyrides in them...

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140,000 Canadians Lose but 
1700 Men in Two Days of 
Fighting on Somme. 


That an abundance of heavy guns, 
with ample supplies of ammunition, has 


enabled the allies to cut their losses to 
a minimum is indicated by an Ass»%ci- 
ated Press dispatch to the Post-Dis- 
patch giving the losses of the Canadi- 
ans in the Somme region for Monday 
and Tuesday last, where the severest 
fighting of the war ts raging. 

The Canadian Government announce 
Sept. 6 that 361,33 men had enlisted-for 
overseas service. It has been Canada’s 
policy to keep 60,000 recruits In training 
in home camps, while about 30,00) are 
being drilled in English camps. The to- 
tal Canadian casualties to date have 
been 40,000, according to official an- 
nouncement. This would account for 
120,000 men not now at the front, leaving 
241,000 in round numbers in the battle 
line. 

Of this number it is known that 1,- 
000 are in the Ypres sector, which is not 
ir the zone of the present allied offens- 
ive. Thus, about 141,000 Canadians are 
engaged on the Somme. 

The losses in the fighting Monday and 
Tuesday were 40 killed, 1000 wounded 
and 300 missing. These losses were suf- 
fered under cenditions that tend to in- 
crease casualties, because Gerraan 
trenches were being assaulted. Even 
under these conditions in two days’ 
fighting they totaled but 1700, or but 
slightly over 1 per cent of the men en- 
gaged. 

In the early stages of the war, in 
open fighting and with meager artillery 
resources, the losses on all sides ran 
consistently from 10 to 15 per cent. The 
present policy is to destroy the cpposi- 
tion trenches by high explosive shelis 
and then take what is left with the

Statement of Premier. 

Premier Kalogeropoulos, speaking to 
the correspondent of the Associated 
Press with reference to the statement 
made by King Constantine recently to 
the Associated Press, in which the King 
outlined the reasons for his attitude in 
the war, said: 

“Nothing could be more unjust to 
King Constantine than the persistent 
assertions that he is pro-German. He is 
pro-Greek, and only pro-Greek.

Of the delicate situation created by 
the entente Powers’ failure to recognize 
the present Cabinet, the Premier said:

“The Cabinet is political only in the 
sense that’ we do not seek to escape re- 
sponsibility for our acts. In every other 
sense we take office precisely under the 
conditions under which the previous min- 
istry operated—the most benevolent pos- 
sible neutrality toward the entente as a 
foundation for whatever action an un- 
prejudiced examination of condittons as 
they are today may dictate.”’ 

“Are you on the side of the entente, 
Mr. President, or not?’ the correspond- 
ent asked.

‘‘“Gen Bell's report was made up from 
interviews had by officers of the army 
intelligence department with persons 
who fled from Chihuahua City and was 
not based on border rumors, I under- 
stand,” said Gen. Funston. “Of course, 
the army had no representatives in Chi- 
huahua and could not get a first-hand 
report.’’ 

A report from Gen. Pershing today 
said that from information he had col- 
lected it appeared the Villistas attacked 
Chihuahua City Saturday in two bands 
of about 300 each. He confirmed the in- 
itial success of the bandits, but indi- 
cated that they later were driven out by 
Gen. Thevino’s artillery fire from a hill 
outside the city. This fire, Gen. Per- 
shing’s report said, was directed at the 
palace. There are now about 5000 de 
facto Government troops in Chihuahua 
City, according to Gen. Pershing. <A 
large percentage of these are reinforce- 
ments rushed in from the south since“ 
the battle, indicating that Trevino’s 
force prior to the attack was compara- 
tively weak. 


Gen. Trevino Declares Gen. Bell is 
Misinformed on Chihuahua Fights, 
CHIHUAHUA CITY, Mexico, Sept. 22. 

—Commenting on the reports in Ameri- 
can newspapers attributed to Gen. Bell, 
at El Paso, of the Villa raid upon this 
city last Saturday, Gen. Jacinto Trevi- 
no, commanding the Carranza army of 
the north, today issued a statement to 
the Associated Press, in which he de- 
scribed it as a “tissue of lies and false- 
hoods.” He declared there were no de- 
fections from the garrison.

continued. ‘The Villistas é¢arried abso- 
lutely nothing away with them, except 
some of the: prisoners from the peni- 
tentiary, many of whom have since re- 
turned here.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Sept. 21—Some of the best 
stories of the battle are told only after 
battalions which have been in an attack 
are out of the line. Then after they 
have slept they recall vivid incidents 
in the midst of charges and the struggle 
for positions. They live over again 
their sleepless nights and days when 
they faced death in their grapple with 
the foe. Stories laughable and ridicu- 
lous are mixed with the tragic. 

Today the correspondent has been vis- 
iting the Canadian battalions after their 
storming of Courcelette. These men, 
their eyes blinking after sleeping the 
clock around, had taken more than 
their own number of prisoners in the 
swift rush through the village, The Ger- 
mans thought the attack was over. They 
did not anticipate the second charge. 
which came just before dusk. 

They were in their deep dugouts taking 
cover from a sudden burst of shell fire 
when, as the shell fire lifted, the Cana- 
dians were at their doors. The battalion 
which took the eastern end of the vil- 
lage had got up only just in time to 
deploy for the attack before the minute 
set for it and then rushed across the 
open under the German curtain of shell 
fire and the officers could not give de- 
tailed instructions to their men before 
they went forward. .They had to trust 
to the intelligence and initiative of the 
men to adopt themselves to a genera! 
plaa. 

Helplessly Confined in Cellars. 
Turning corners and dodging in and 
out, the men cleared the streets otf 
Germans and saw that the dugouts were 
guarded. Given another half hour and 
the Germans would have organized their 
defenses. As it was, they were help- 
lessly confined in their cellars. 

One boy of 19 delivered a dougout of 
49 Germans and marched them away as 
prisoners, according to the accounts of 
his comrades. One of the two battalion 
commanders captured was a Baron. 
“Being of the aristocratic, he put on 
a good deal of airs,’’ said the Canadian 
Colonel, ‘‘tfll I took him aside and told 
him it was out of place and that I was 
too busy to be ceremonious. Then he 
became amiable.”’ 

The German doctors worked like Tro- 
jans looking after their own and help- 
ing to look after the British wounded. 
They objected to being kept under 
guard, saying that they were medical 
officers and noncombatants. 

“Sorry, but their are too many of your 
friends still armed in the dugouts to let 
you circulate about this Village freely,”’ 
was the answer to their protests. 

The Baron was sent across the open 
with the other prisoners under a Red 
Cross flag and with the warning, “Tf 
your Germans fire on you we cannot 
help it.’” The Baron was wounded :n 
the leg by German shrapnel shell. 

One Canadian officer of small stature 
as he turned a corner found himself con- 
fronted by an enormous Prussian, but 
got the drop on him. 

‘“‘My business was to —— on through | 
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white elephant. I did not want to spare 
any man just then to guard him, s0 I 
drove him on ahead of me, making him 
keep his hands up. The thing was ludi- 
crous in the midst of bursting shelis 
and houses burning and no moving pic- 
ture operator in sight. There were lots 
of funny things. 

“After we had established ourselves 
beyond the village and things were 
pretty well cleaned up. I saw a Cana- 
dian and a German prisoner who had 
been fighting flereely minutes before 
good-naturedly discussing the old theme, 
when the war would be over. It ended 
by the German declaring that it wouid 
be over when the allies admitted that 
they were licked. The German insisted 
that his friends would come back and 
take Courcelette, and the Canadian told 
him not in a thousand years, ‘that not 
enough Germans had been born yet to 
Ao it.’ oe 


When the Canadians saw something 
move under a pile of earth in a battered 
German trench they had occupied, they 
dug out one dead German who had been 
killed by a shell burst and one slightly} 
wounded in the arm. They bound up the 
wound and dug him out as far as the 
hips, and then told him, “This is our 
busy day; see if you can’t do the rest 
for yourself.” 


That German not alone dug himself 
out, but kept on digging all night, help- 
ing the Canadians make new trenches. 
“He was certainly some digger,’’ said 
the man who told the story. ‘“‘When 
morning came we sent him back and he 
arrived at the rear all right.”’ 

Had Only 150 Men. 

With a surprisingly small number of 
men, the battalion which occupied the 
line in front of the village held off sev- 
en German counter attacks the first 
night. The officer commanding had had 
his runners killed and he was going 
from one place to another to try to 
keep his men awake. A shell buried 
him, but he dug himself out and went 
on organizing between attacks. He was 
actually holding for the time being, he 
estimated, 1000 yards of front with 160 
men. 

Between attacks one Canadian Cap- 
tain went out and, having brought down 
the gunner of a machine gun who had 
been bothering him, returning, dragged 
a machine gun. 

‘‘There is more out there, and I’m go- 
ing back and get another,” he said, and 
dropped dead from a bullet with the 
words on his lips. 

‘‘As I think of it now,” said the of- 
ficer commanding, with a dry smile, “I 
realize that things were not very bright 
that first night in front of Courcelette, 
but we were all too preoccupied to real- 
ize it then.” 

The proudest men in the British army 
are these Canadians who took Cource- 
lette. 

‘We got the German on the jump in 
Courcelette,”” said a Toronto man. ‘“‘He 
wasn’t expecting us, and he is much 
easier to fight when he isn’t.” 


ESKIMO SAYS HE HAS PROOF 
AS TO WHO DISCOVERED POLE 


Arrives in New York After Question- 
ing Eskimos Who Accompanied 
Cook and Peary. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—Mene Wallace, 
the Eskimo brought to this country as 
a boy by Peary in 1897, has arrived 
in New York from North Star Bay, 
Greenland. He came from 8t. John’s 
on the Red Cross liner Stephano yes- 
terday. Wallace, who is 2% years old, 
said that he has absolute proof to de- 
cide whether it was Peary or Cook that 

discovered the North pole. 

“? was in North Star Bay when 
Peary was coming out, claiming to 
have discovered the Pole,”’ he said. “I 
didn’t see Dr. Cook on his way out, 
but I have carefully questioned the 
Eskimos who accompanied Peary and 
Cook, and I know exactly how many 
dashes and camps they made. I sup- 
pose there will be a conference of scien- 
tists to go over my facts.” 

Mene lived here several years. He 
attended the public schools and ac- 
quired a fair degree of education. His 
father and all of the other Eskimos 
who came here with him having died, 
Mene became homesick and returned 
to Greenland.

WEERE CASE SENT 10 
JUDGE CAVE'S COURT 


Judge Hennings, Civic League 
Member, Relieved From Hear- 
ing Its Injunction Action. 


The Civic League’s injunction suit to 
stop the payment of Hank Weeke’s sa'- 
ary of $150 a month, which he receives 
as de facto superintendent of excava- 
tions in the Street Department, was 
transferred this morning to Circuit 
Judge Cave’s court. Judge Hennings, to 
whom it was first assigned, asked to be 
excused from sitting in the case, on 
the ground that he is a member, though 
not a particularly active one, of the 
Civic League. 

A demurrer, filed by City Counselor 
Daues, places three Democratic officials 
in the attitude of fighting for the right 
to pay out the city’s money to Weeke, 
who is a Republican city committeeman. 
These officials, who are defendants in 
the injunction suit, are Comptroller 
Player, Auditor Sheehan and Treasurer 
Menne. It is not believed that the grant- 
ing of an injunction would be a crushing 
blow to any of them, but the traditions 
of officialdom require them to resist the 
suit. Daues is a Republican. His as- 
sistant, Everett Paul Griffin, who aided 
in preparing the demurrer, is a mem- 
ber of the Civic League. 

The demurrer states that the Civic 
League has not shown a cause of 4-- 
tion, that the Court has no jurisdiction, 
and that other remedies at law, such 
as quo warranto proceedings, are ope‘. 
Weeke, who is a co-defendant, was not 
represented by counsel. The league al- 
leged in its petition that he was not 
holding his position legally, having 
failed to pass the Efficiency Board’s ex- 
amination, which another contestant, 
W. J. McKenzie, passed. 

Judge Cave is expected to set a date 
for a hearing after his return to the 
city next week.

RAILROAD REVENUES INCREASED 
THIS YEAR—DUE TO EFFICIENCY 


Net Operating Income Increased 21.3 
Per Cent Over Preceding Year, 
Total Revenues Only 7.5. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—Railroad finan- 
cial results for the fiscal year ending 
June 380, 1916, made public through the 
Railway Age Gazette, show that net 
revenues for,the year crossed the bil- 

lion mark,for the first time. 

The net operating revenues for the 
year were $1,176,804,001, or $5134 a mile, 
as compared with $938,560,638, or $4231 
a mile, for 1913. The average mileage 
represented in 1916 was 229,229 and in 
1918, 221,829.

Prohibition Leader Cites Deci- 
sions to Support Prohibition 
Amendment. 


MANDAMUS TO BE FILED 


Attempt to Force Secretary of 
State to Put Question on 
Ballot Decided On. 


& 


H. P. Faris of Clinton, Mo., treasurer 
of the Prohibition National Committee, 
today cited Missouri Supreme Court 
decisions which he said bear out his con- 
tention that Secretary of State Roach’s 
refusal to put the prohibition amend- 
ment on the ballot will be withou* ef- 
fect. The Supreme Court, he confide: 
ly believed, will order that the amen‘1- 
ment be placed on the November halloi. 

Faris went from Clinton to Kansas 
City yesterday and attended the ‘neeting 
of Prohibitionists which resulted in the 
announcement that mandamus nroceed- 
ings will be instituted in the Supreme 
Court immediately to force the plaving 
of the amendment on the ballot. 

In his discusison of the probable ac- 
son of the Supreme Gourt when the 
question comes before it, Faris said: 

“The court ruled. specifically and 
Plainly on this exact question in the 
case of the State vs. Carter, Faris, 
Judge. It said: ‘When a referendum pe- 
tition, verified as required by statute, 
purporting to contain the requisite num- 
ber of names, is presented to the Secre- 
tary of State, he must file the same and 
leave to the courts the determination of 
questions of latent fraud, forgery and 
‘hermetic illegality.’ 

‘The court goes on to say that ‘It will 
be seen that the sole question to be de- 
termined by the Secretary of State is 
that the petition contains the names of 5 
per cent of the voters in two-thirds of 
the congressional districts,’ and aids, 
pertinently: ‘It involves more of arith- 
metic than it does of discretion, cither 
judicial or other sort.’ 

“As to the constitutionality of ‘he 
measure the court has said before that it 
is not concerned with hypothetical cises 
and will wait until measures become 
laws before considering their constitu- 
tionality. 

“Tf, by any chance, we should lose. 
however, you may say that there is 
ample time in which to make our appeal 
to the voters to see that there is not a 
single wet candidate returned to the 
Legislature from the country districts, 
and thus force statutory prohibition by 
legislative enactment in January, 191%, 
six months earlier.” 

Secretary Roach has no more power 
to pass on the  constitutionality of 
amendments submitted to him than any 
clerk in his office, Faris contends. 

The decision of the Supreme Court, 
last Februarv, in the case of Putman 
vs. Drabelle et al, in which the segre- 
gation ordinance here was _ involved, 
also has been cited. In that case the 
Court held that ‘‘during the process of 
legislation in any mode the work of 
the lawmakers is not subject to judi- 
cial arrest or control, nor open to ju- 
dicial inquiry.”’ 

Secretary Roach, in his letter inform- 
ing the dry leaders of his refusal to 
put the amendment on the ballot, quot- 
ed from the Federal Constitution to 
sustain his position. He said action on 
‘the prohibition amendment would be a 
violation of the Constitution, as the 
passage of the amendment would be a 
trespass upon the rights of Congress, 
inasmuch as it intends to interfere with 
interstate commerce in the exclusion 
from the State of liquor for medicinal, 
scientific and mechanical purposes. He 
contended the State Supreme Court had 
held that the Secretary of State is vest- 
ed with discretion in such matters, al- 
though he failed to quote the decision 
in which such ruling had been handed 


down. 


ROOSEVELT AND TAFT TO 
MEET OCT, 3 IN NEW YORK 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—At the Union 
League Club on Oct. 3 Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt and Prof. William H. Taft are 
to meet, shake hands and exchange such 
pleasantries as are usual on occasions 
of the sort. 

Elihu Root is to officiate. He will 
escort the President who made him Sec- 
retary of State to the man who made 
him chairman of the Republican con- 
vention, and if the two do not recognize 
each other because of their long es- 
trangement he will introduce them. 

Everyone who was sent an invitation 
was advised that Col. Roosevelt and Mr. 
Taft would probably be present. so 
neither the Colonel nor Mr. Taft wi}] 
go to the club under any delusion.

[GERMAN PRINCE GALLS ON POPE | 


AND PRESIDENT TO END WAR 


Alexander of Hohenlohe Says, 
Newspaper Article Only They 
Can Prevent Cataclysm. 

LONDON, Sept. 22.—Prince Alexander 
ot Hohenlohe, according to a Morning 
Post dispatch from Berne, has pub- 
lished in the Neue Zuricher Zeitung 
uppealing to the Pope and to Presi- 
dent Wilson to bring about ‘“‘an hon- 
orable peace.” 

The Prince, as quoted, contends that 
the war will be ended either by a com- 
rromise or by the complete ruin of all 
the belligerents. There are two men, 
he says, able to prevent the cataclysm 
and they are the Pope and President 
Wilson. The power of the President, 
according to the Prince, consists in his 
ability by a single word to stop the 
exportation of munitions of war from 
the United States. 


The only Prince Alexander of Hohen- 
lche whose name appears in the Al- 
manach de Gotha is Prince Alexander 
o¢ Hohenlohe-Schillingsfuerst, a minor 
branch of the family. He is 54 years 
old. 


RUBY STEVENS TELLS HER 
STORY AT MURDER TRIAL 


Declares Man She Killed Had Prom- 
ised to Marry Her and Refused 
to Answer Letters, 

TOLA, Kan., Sept. 22.—Ruby Stevens, 
charged with the murder of Clifford 
Kistner, took the stand in her own be- 
hadf yesterday in the District Court. 
Her counsel brought forward a defense 
based on emotional insanity with a 

touch of the unwritten law at times. 

On the stand Miss Stevens told of her 
acquaintance with Kistner two years 
ago, how he had made love to her and 
had promised to marry her. Later she 
appealed to him by letter to help her 
but the letters never were answered. 
When a child was born, she testified, 
she left it on the doorstep of a rich cat- 
tleman. 

Miss Stevens wept as she denied any 
recollection of the killing of Kistner. A 
child in the arms of a spectator which 
the defendant testified was born to her 
and Kistner was brought to the atten- 
tion of the jury by Miss Stevens’ attor- 
ney aS a dramatic close to his appeal. 


NAVY DEPARTMENT TO ASK 
BIDS ON HUGE DIRIGIBLE 


Several Smaller Airships of American 
Type Will Also Be Built for 
Training Purposes. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The Navy 
Department in the near future will 
send out specifications calling for sealed 
bias for the construction of a huge 

modern dirigible balloon. 

It will not be called a Zeppelin, and 
technically will not be entitled to that 
classification. It will however be of 
the general Zeppelin type, probably 500 
feet or more in length and of great 
power. 

The most interesting thing about the 
proposed Zeppelin is that War Depart- 
ment officials are assured at least 
three or four concerns in the country 
are prepared to build such a craft. 

It is planned, also, to purchase several 
small dirigibles to be used as school 
ships for future naval fliers. These 
will be of the American type, some of- 
ficers favoring the Knabenshue dirigi- 
ble which has several times been seen 
in operation here. Specifications will] 
be prepared for the smaller dirigibles 
rrobably before bids are invited on the 
big modern lighter-than-air craft. 

The Navy Department is still: await- 
ing the delivery of its first dirigible, 
which is being constructed by a New 
England firm. Some Officers are be- 
ginning to believe they never will get 
this craft. : 


200 LOTS OF FURS ARE SOLD 
IN 100 MINUTES AT AUCTION 


Wolf and Raccoon Pelts Offered To- 
day—158,706 Skins Disposed 
of Vesterday. 

A record for fast selling of furs was 
made this morning at the auction be- 
ing conducted by the Funsten Fur Ex- 
change, Second and Elm streets. Philip 
B. Fouke, president of Funsten Bros. & 
Co., cried 200 lots within 100 minutes, 
each lot being sold, 

Wolf and raccoon skins were offered. 
The top price of the forenoon was 
brought when $26 apiece was bid for a 
lot of extra large black wolf pelts. The 
lowest bid was 12 cents each for low 
grade wolfs. The raccoons did not bring 
prices quite so high, the top price be- 
ing $1.75 for extra fine pelts; the lowest 
45 cents for a low grade skin. 

Yesterday 158,706 skins were sold. Lynx 
was most in demand, and there was 
keen competition for the 14,500 skins of- 
fered. Prices received were fully 30 per 
cent higher than in recent sales. Rus- 
sian sables are extremely scarce this 
year. Only 78 have been offered, and 
these brought full prices.

QUESTIONS ON LAND 
BANK MEASURE 


Wants Gardner to Say Where 
He Will Get Capital When 
' State Is Bankrupt. 


SPEECH AT 


Asks How Many Jobs Proposed 
Act Will Create and How 
Salaries Will Be Paid. 


SULLIVAN 


SULLIVAN, Mo., Sept. 22.—Henry 
Lamm, Republican nominee for Govern- 
or, in a speech at the tri-county fair 
here yesterday, propounded six questions 
regarding the land bank act which he 
desires Frederick D. Gardner, the Dem- 


ocratic nominee, to answer: 

“Several weeks ago I challenged Col, 
Gardner to debate this measure with me 
at some point to be Selected by him. but 
up to this time he has not accepted my 
challenge,’’ Lamm said. 

“If Col. Gardner will oblige me by 
consenting to a debate I should like to 
ask him the following questions: 

How are you going to get the $1,- 
000,000 for the capital stock of the 
land bank when the State Treasury 
now is bankrupt and institutions are 
borrowing money with which to op- 
erate? 

Do you propose to increase taxa- 
tion, issue bonds or starve the ac- 
tivities of the State along education- 
al and philanthropical lines in order 
to raise the $1,000,000? 

How many jobs does this bill create, 
and where is the money going to 
come from with which to pay the 
salaries? 

How will the losses of this bank 
be paid when there are losses, in as 
much as there is provided but one- 
half of 1 per cent on the capital stock 
with which to pay operating ex- 
penses? 

Is not the taking off of the taxes 
from debenture bonds and mortgages 
under the act a direct step toward 
single tax, which the farmers fought 
and killed a few years ago? 

Is it good banking policy to elect 
the directors of the bank at a polit- 
ical election”? 

‘“T notice in the public press that Col. 
Gardner respectfully declined to debate 
the land bank act with me. 

‘‘Maybe he is afraid that I would not 
be able to look after myself and he 
doesn’t want to use me up completely. 

‘Col. Gardner and his associates on 
the Democratic State ticket swallowed 
the whole thing—hook, line, bob and 
sinker,’’ the norainee said in discussing 
the indorsement of the Major-Gordon 
administration. “They indorse it as 
being the wisest and most efficient in 
the history of the State. 

“That is going pretty strong. The State 
is 96 vears old und thev declare the 
Major administration is the best in. all 
that time. 

“They are not sincere about this plank. 
The} said the same thing in St. Joseph 
at a big convention of their party and 
they instructed 36 men to go to St. 
Louis to the national convention and 
vote for our Governor for President~ 
after the President died. 

“A great orator was selected and he 
prepared an eloquent speech to tell all 
the world why our Governor should be 
President of the United States when the 
President died.

AT SPRINGFIELD 


Says Congress Yielded. to No 
One’s Demand, but Acted 
Wisely to Prevent Calamity. 


DENIES IT FIXED WAGES 


> 


Senator Declares Only Way to 
Investigate Measure’s Effect 
Is by Actual Experiment. 


Reed of Missouri spoke in reply to Can- 
didate Hughes’ attack on the adminis- 
tration, at the Illinois State Fair, here 
yesterday. ; 
Senator Reed's speech was marred by 
a situation which Charles Boeschenstein 
of Edwardsyille, Ill., national Demo- 
cratic committeeman from Illinois, de- 


the United States Senate.”’ Reed spoke 
in the Coliseum at fhe State fair 
grounds, from the same platform 
Hughes had occupied 48 hours before. 
During his speech fine draft horses 
were paraded before the judges in one 
end of the Coliseum, while beef cattle 
were displayed in the other end of the 
building. His remarks were interpolat- 
ed with the neighing of horses and the 
bellowing of cattle. Toward the end of 
the speech the booming of cannon at a 
fireworks display nearby annoyed the 
Senator. To add to these disturbances, 
two peanut venders began “barking” 
their wares among the audience direct- 
ly opposite the speakers’ stand so loudly 
that Gov. Dunne, who had introduced 
the Senator, arose from his chair and 
called upon the vendors to desist until 
the meeting was over. 

Senator Reed’s speech follows: 

“After having for,10 days diacussed 
such trivial matters as the discharge 
f one or two subordinate Govérnment 
employes, Mr. Hughes at last has dis- 
covered something which he hopes to 
‘make an issue. He declares in sub- 
stance and effect that union labor, like 
a highwayman with a pistol approached 
Congress and compelled it to enact an 
eight-hour law, and that Congress in 
a cowardly and truculent manner sur- 
rendered the dignity of the nation to the 
unlawful and violent demand of labor. 

“Naturally Mr. Hughes takes this 
view. It is the assertion of at least 
some of the railway presidents. It is 
not the first time Mr. Hughes has take 
the side of the railroads. . 

Vetoed Two-Cent Fare Bill. 

“As Governor of New York; on Junge 
ll, 1907, he vetoed the 2-cent fare bill, 
although beyond all question a 2-cent 
fare would have paid a splendid profit 
to the railroads in that State, where 
the density of population exceeds that 
of Illinois by nearly 100 per cent. 

“On June 15, 197, he vetoed a full 
crew bill, although it simply provided 
that when a train of cars was so long 
that it could not be handled with safe- 
ty by five men an additional member 
should be added to the crew. 

“May 23, 1908, he vetoed the 6-cent 
street car fare bill, although it provided 
that i@ such fare upon investigation was 
found By the Public Service Commission 
of New York to be too low it might be 
raised. 

“Jan. 6, 1910, he sent a message to 
the General Assembly of New York, de- 
nouncing the income tax amendment to 
the Federal Constitution, and succeed- 
ed in defeating the approval of that 
amendment at that session of the New 
York Legislature. He did this act at a 
time when the almost unanimous voice 
of the American people demanded the 
income tax. 

“On Jan. 6, 1915, he concurred in the 
decision in the case of Lawlor. vs. 
Loewe, commonly known as the Dan- 
bury Hatters’ case, an opinion which 
startled the country, and, to use the 
mildest possible term, went very close 
to the edge of judicial oppression.” 

The speaker did not quote any of the 
reasons Mr. Hughes gave for the sey- 
eral acts described. 

. Quotes Hughes or Adamson Law. 

““T now quote the exact language of 
Mr. Hughes relative to the railroad con- 
troversy: 

“*The Adamson bill is a foree bill. 
It was legislation withouf inquiry, 
without knowledge. The demand by the 
administration for such legislation as 
the price of peace was a humiliating 
Spectacle. It was not only a serious 
misuse of official power, but a deplor- 


““*The excuses presented are futile. 
The Adamson bill is not a bill provid. 
ing for an eight-hour workday. It does 
not fix hours at all. It regulates wages. 
Its provisions do not require any em- 
ployer to employ any set of men for 
only eight heurs a day. Eight hours a 


| day laws are to avoid fatigue and over- 


strain by prohibiting employment in 
excess of the requirement. There is 
nothing of that sort in this bill. 

"What it does is to provide by law 
for an increase in wages for certain 
men. They may work just as long as 
before. They ‘may work 10 hours or 
more. They are simply to get more pay. 
The act provides that in contracts for 
labor and service eight hours shall be 
deemed a day’s work, and the measure 
or standard of a day’s work for the 
purpose of reckoning the compensation 
.for services to all employes of the sort 
described.’ 

“When he delivered this utterancé Mr. 
Hughes might well have been accused 
of plagiarism, for the same speech in 
almost the identical language was de- 
livered on the floor of the United States 
Senate by such champions of the people 
as Reed Smoot of Utah, Jacob Gallin- 
ger of New Hampshire and Boies Pen- 
rose of Penngylvania. There is noth- 
ing new in what Mr. Hughes says either 
in thought or diction. 

“Congress did not yield to the de; 
mand of union labor. Congress did no 
yield to the demand of the railway 
presidents. Neither the railway presi- 
dents nor the railway. employes ever 
came to Congress or the President with 
any kind of deniand whatsoever. 

His Version of What Occurred, 

“Stated in a word, this is what oc- 
curred: 450,000 railway employes upon 
the one hand, the presidents of the 
railways upon the other hand, were 
about to engage in a controversy 
which would tie up the public highways 
of 100,000,000 people. The Président and 
wongress, realizing that this controversy 
if carried on, would produce irremedi- 
able damage and injury to the .100,0w,000 
people who were not parties to the con- 
troversy, but innocent bystanders, in- 
tervened on behalf of these innocent by- 
standers, to-wit, the public, and prevent- 
ed the most calamitous strike that has 
ever threatened any country at any time 
since governments were formed. We

for the extra time. In other words, 
they must pay two-thirds of the penal- 
ty which the men originally asked. 

“Now, it is true that the railroads 
might disregard the spirit of the law 
and insist upon the men working over- 
time and pay them their full wages for 
overtime, but plainly it would not be 
to the interests of the companies to «uo 
so.

Voters Were Not Interested. 

All through the campaign, while the 
stump speeches and the newspapers 
were full of discussions of what Presi- 
dent Wilson did wr did not do, or what 
ne should or might have dune, the voters 
themselves scarcely evcr menticned such 
things. They seemed to be either pretty 
well satisfied with Wilson or else in- 
different, and Samuel Untermyer was 
not so far off the track when he said 
that Maine country audiences manifes‘- 
ed no interest in national affairs, :.1- 
though he was mistaken as to the cause 
of their apathy. It was not stupidity, be.- 
cause no people are more aamte and 
alert than the deep-thinking, slow-spox- 
en, undemonstrative farmers of Maine 
once they become interested in a ques- 
tion. They didn’t warm up to Untermy- 
er simply because the matters he dis- 
cussed rather bored them. If he had 
said something about rum or State 
finances he would have had them hissing 
or applauding at once, according to their 
sympathies, beliefs or prejudices.

895. Milliken’s vote, while large has 
twice in recent times been closely ap- 
proached and once exceeded, viz., in 
1£84, Robie, 78,318; in 1888, Burletgh, 79,401; 
in 1896, Powers, 82,596. 
Predictions Astray. 

Just prior to the election leaders of 
both sides indulged in predictions, all 
of which were far astray. Republican 
Chairman Ham predicted that Milliken 
would get 76,000 and Curtis 61,000 votes, 
while Chairman Pattangall of the Dem- 
ocratic Campaign Committee expected 
Curtis to win by about 3000. As a matter 
of fact, the prophets were completely in 
the dark, and were just talking to keep 
up the courage of their followers. Both 
Republican leaders and the rank and 
file were utterly astonished at the re- 
sult. 

The Republicans were nervous up to 
the last minute, although they had 
hoped to win by a narrow margin, while 
Democrats had 
hoped for \ as to re-elect McGillicuddy 
to Congress in the Second District and 
pull Johnson through for the Senate. 

Two weeks before the carpaign closed, 
it now develops, the word went forth to 
all the leaders to concentrate on John- 
son. It was thought ’possible to save 
him, but there never was any expecta- 
tion of electing Sills to the Senate. 
Everybody, on both sides, expected Mc- 
Gillicuddy to win, and it was thought 
that Curtis, largely through the virtue 
of possession, would be able to hold 
onto the governorship. That was all; 
and the Democratic disappointment is 
chiefly because of the defeat of Johnson 
and McGillicuddy. 

Not National Questions, 


Whatever may be thought of the re- 
sults of the election, however, every- 


body in Maine, almost, will be surprised 
to learn that the Republicans won on 
the Mexican and Lusitania questions 
and on the issue of the tariff. True it 
is that many of the Republican speak. 
ers imported from other parts of the 
country dwelt upon these matters, while 
some of the local spellbinders took them 
for preaching texts, making up speeches 
almost verbatim from the Republican 
campaign book and thereby getting a 
reputation among the innocent for be- 
ing great statesmen, but the audiences 
were bored by such stuff. 

Mexico is a hopeless puzzle to 99 per 
cent of the Maine voters. Here probably 
as elsewhere the Lusitania is forgot- 
ten, and business ts so good down here, 
right on the Canadian border, that the 
tariff contains neither golden hopes nor 
threatening terrors. The lumbermen 
themselves don’t want tariff protection 
—what they want is more lumber, and 
that cannot be had, even in the adjoin- 
ing Canadian provinces, at prices much 
lower than at home. Aroostook Coun- 
ty’s potato prosperity depends not upon 
@ protective tariff, but upon good grow- 
ing weather and plenty of fertilizer, and 
since the tariff was abolished the farm- 
ers have gone right along getting rich 
or breaking about even, according to 
the weather conditions at home and 
the size of the crop in the rest of the 
country. Just at present the Aroostook 
‘farmer is getting $2.75 a barre] for Irish 
cobfier potatoes, with every prospect 
of a rise. 

Prohibition Big Qwgestion. 
To get right down to the brass 
tacks of the matter, the big question 
| in Maine this year was whether or 
not Carl E. Milliken, Baptist church- 
man and rampant prohibitionist. 
should be elected to the Governorship 
and thus placedina position to carry 
cut his theories concerning the sale 
of liquor. For two years under Gov, 
Curtis most Maine cities and towns 
have had a respite from the age-olu 
war upon the saloons.

HUGHES. SAYS 


Stand of President Was Depar- 
ture From American Policy, 
He Declares. 


Nominee Outlines Views on Sev- 
eral Subjects in Dozen In- 
diana Speeches. 


RICHMOND, Ind., Sept. 22.—In sup- 


port of his denial that the administra- 
tion sought to deal with small states in 
the same spirit as with larger states, 
Charles E, Hughes, in his speech here 
last night cited instructions alleged to 
have been given by President Wilson to 
John Lind, his personal representative 
in Mexico during Huerta’s time. He 
said: 

“I have only recently received this 

authentic information of the actual in- 
structions that were given with respect 
to the Government of Mexico, such as 
Mexico had then. John Lind was au- 
thorized by the executive to state this 
proposition to a Minister of another 
Government namely: ‘Huerta will be 
put out if he does not get out. It is 
the preference of the President that it 
should be accomplished by comestic 
means, if possible, but if i: cannot be 
done by domestic -means,: other - means 
adequate for the purpose will be re- 
sorted to.’ 
‘*There is no basis for that in the rec- 
ognition of small states, Hughes said. 
“There is no basis for that in the rec- 
ognition of the sovereignty of our 
neighbor. There is no basis for that 
in a true and correct American policy. 
We departed from an American policy 
and left our citizens to suffer from the 
barbarity which resulted when all Gov- 
ernment was destroyed and anarchy 
was supreme in Mexico. It is a deplora- 
ble recital.”’ 


Makes Dozsen Brief Speeches. 
In a dozen speeches, most of them 
rear platform addresses of only a few 
minutes, the Republican nominee out- 
lined his views on Americanism, protec- 
tion of American rights, the protective 
tariff and other party policies. In one

Meddled in Mexico, He Says. 

In his discussion of the administra- 
tion’s Mexican policy, Hughes reiterated 
that the question was not one of recog- 
nition of Huerta or his nonrecognition. 
“That is a matter which presents a 
false issue,’’ he said. ‘We have been 
told in recent days that small states 
should have the respect which great 
states enjoy. We were told by the ad- 
ministration only a few days ago that 
our influence on this hemisphere really 
depended on our proving, demonstrating 
to our neighbors that we had no desire 
officiously to meddle in their affairs or 
control their international administra- 
tion. It was said that we must have a 
demonstration of our absolute good faith 
in dealing with the neighboring nations. 
“Yet the truth is trat we did meddle 
with their affairs in a way which for- 
feited to us the esteem that we should 
bave enjoyed and finally resulted in leav- 
ing Mexico to the ravages of revolution 
without protection of any other country. 
We left them to an anarchy which was 
indescribable and to atrocities which will 
not bear repetition in polite society.”’ 


Talks of American Rights. 
Hughes again declared for the protec- 
tion of American rights, including lives, 
property and commerce. 

“We are not here for this nation, or 
for that nation,’”’ he said. ‘*‘For this side 
or that side. So far as I am concerned, 
if entrusted with executive responsibility 
I shall to the utmost of my powers 
maintain American rights on land and 
sea, throughout the world, with respect 
to all nations. I stand here for the 
rights of Americans, four-square to the 
worlkd.”’ 

In most of his addresses Hughes again 
assailed the administration for the en- 
actment of the Adamson law. 

“If I were the executive of this coun- 
try, and any questions were brought to 
me,” he told a crowd at Wabash. “I 
should say: ‘Why, we will have the en- 
tire force of public opinion directed co 
the just settlement of this, promptly and 
thoroughly, according to justice and 
equity.’ | 
‘But if anybody says ‘this has got to 
be done’ and that the principle of arbi- 
tration must be surrendered, I would 
stand like a rock for that principle 
which labor and all citizens must cher 
ish if we are going to go forward and 
have peace and prosperity in the Unit- 
ed States.’’

“I can see a certain 
course of action taken that would lead 
us perilously close to civil war. 


“I tell you, my friends, we've got to 
have vision and justice, open minded- 
ness, and care, and do all that we cau, 
not to remove controversy—that is im- 
possible—but to see alive the sense of 
justice and have such remedial efforts 
put forth that all will be content be- 
cause we find the great ideals of the 
declaration of independence translated 
into the living realities of American 
life. 

“I do not say these things with mere- 
ly the profession of a candidate: I lived 
these things in New York.”’ 


In nearly every address the nominee 
referred to the campaign as “good na- 
tured.’’ 

“I speak without bitterness,” he said, 
“and with desire to be absolutely fair. 
I am the friend of every citizen of this 
country, Democrat or Republican.”’

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| MR. HUGHES’ EIGHT-HOUR ATTACK. 


No magnate of big business could have made 


a more shifty, disingenuous, dishonest attack on 
the eight-hour law than the one Mr. Hughes made 


at Springfield, Il. 

“The just interests of labor,” he declared, ‘are 
the concern of all. But”—— 

Could a more familiar note have been struck? 
How immensely concerned are office seekers over 
the just interests of labor at election time! How 
damagingly are the most vital of those interests 
qualified with a “but.” 

Mr. Hughes elaborated his “but” in these 
words: 

The Adamson bill fs not a bill providing for 


an eight-hour workday. It does not fix 
hours at all. It regulates wages. What it 


does is to provide by law for an increase in 
wages for certain men. 
What the act does is best determined ‘ee its 


own text. It says that “EIGHT HOURS shall fn 
contracts for labor and service be deemed a 
DAY’S WORK.” If these words do “not fix hours 
at all,” what do they do? 

When Congress, on July 1, 1901, established the 
Bureau of Standards, was it prescribing certain 
units of weight and measurement or regulating 
prices? Was it declaring that a certain number 
of inches should be deemed a yard and a certain 
number of pounds should constitute a bushel of 
potatoes or of wheat or of oats? Or was it increas- 
ing the price vendors should receive for those 
necessities? Supposing Congress should -now 
abolish the present units and change to the met- 
ric system, as it is urged to do, would it be fix- 
ing standards or regulating prices? 

What more could the act have done to fix 
hours? Would Mr. Hughes have inserted a pen- 
alty clause providing that, whatever the desire, 
the need or the emergency, a man who worked 
more than eight hours or an employer who per- 
mitted him to work more should be sent to 
prison? 

Mr. Hughes’ adoption of the plea of Wall street 
organs that the bill does not fix a workday is 
unworthy of him. It is outrageous. If it were 
really made a crime to work eight hours and 
15 minutes, the denunciations of both would have 
been terrific.

EKANSAS MATOHES GEORGIA. 

A colored man in Georgia who had offered an 
affront to a girl and a white man at Olathe, Kan., 
convicted by a jury of a double murder, were 
lynched within a few hours of each other.

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OUR GERM-LADEN DUST. 

A vacuum cleaner used on a downtown street 
picked up dust, two teaspoonfuls of which were 
found by the City Bacteriologist to contain 128,- 
740,000 germs, in round numbers. Of these over 
76,000,000 were harmful, disease-producing organ- 
isms. They are either such as are found in com- 
pany with typhoid fever germs, or such as produce 
boils, abscesses and inflammations. 

The finding will probably be used to advocate 
the purchase of a number of street vacuum clean- 
ers. But if we vacuum-cleaned all the downtown 
streets, what could the city do with the tons of 
| dust collected each week? Where should we dump 
| thts dust, with its myriads of disease germs? 
Could it be sterilized by application of heat? 
showing is an eloquent plea for greater 
cleanliness. Frequent flushing of streets is indi- 
cated. And there should be no dry-sweeping, 
which stirs up the dust and scatters {[t into stores, 
offices and residences. Also, dry-sweeping of 
sidewalks should be stopped by the police. 

With due attention to measures of cleanliness, 
no alarm need be felt at the bacteriologist’s dis- 
coveries. St. Louis’ death rate is low, especially 
among its infant population. We can make it 
lower, and every individual can do his share in 
that work. ‘The germiess city {s an ideal of the 


future.

He is very careful in his definitions 
of Americanism. 
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NEW YORK’S WAR, 
“No power on earth can force us to arbitrate,” 


said President Shonts of the Interborough and 
New York Railways, speaking of the efforts to 
settle the disastrous New York strike and to pre- 
vent a greater sympathetic strike. 

Mr. Shonts’ public service corporations are not 
engaged in interstate commerce so that there is 
not even a power that can avert the strike by 
legislation and bring about arbitration. 

Mr. Shonts and his railway associates in New 
York will not arbitrate and do not care what 
happens to the people of New York who are 
threatened with immeasurable hardship and loss 
on account of industrial war, just as the raflroad 
presidents and the railroad brotherhoods deter- 
mined to fight out their differences regardless of 
the suffering of the American people.

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ILLINOIS OAMPAIGN SCANDAL. 
- In the recent campaign for the Illinois primary 


elections, the bung was out of the slush barrel, as 
far as the Republican candidates were concerned. 
No limit was set to expenditures. For the nomi- 


‘nation for Governor the Republicans had three 


candidates. They are estimated to have spent a 
total of at least $2,000,000. 

It is pointed out that the entire fund of the 
National Democratic campaign of 1908 was only 
a trifle over $800,000. How was this $2,000,000 
spent by the Illinois Republican campaign man- 
agers? One candidate is said to have spent $80,000 
for newspaper advertising, and another candidate 
permitted $120,000 to be spent in his behalf for 
similar advertising. To man the polls in Cook 
County, it is estimated that $50,000 is ample. 
Yet the day’s work for a single candidate 
cost $100,000. Programs of county fairs and 
picnics at which these candidates spoke cost from 
$50 to $200 a page, and the expense of posters, 
pamphlets, leaflets, portraits, etc., was equally 
reckless. Chicago theaters were paid $1200 an. 
evening for meetings,‘ and a single automobile 
company’s bill, for taking workers and voters 
around, was $9000, 

The Illinois Constitution provides that elections 
must be “free and equal.” But what equality can 
there be between candidates if the law permits 
wealthy men to throw money around like water? 


Practices Act, but this wholesale expenditure is 
indirect bribery of the worst kind. How does 
it compare with gifts of cigars, drinks, etc.? Is 
it belfevable that the persons and corporations 
benefited by the $2,000,000 spent were expected to 
give nothing in return? 

Such a scandal ought to become a State issue. 
It ought to be ascertained who and what inter- 
ests were at the back of this two-million dollar 
corruption fund. And the people, through néces- 
sary legislation, should make such scandalous 
practices impossible.

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A GERMAN VICTORY IN NEW YORE. 


From the New York World. 

The Hughes-Whitman-German-American Alli- 
ance was too much for Robert Bacon in the Re- 
publican primaries. Mr. Bacon might have won 
against the Hughes-Whitman machine, or he 
might have won against the Kaiserbund, but the 
hyphenated coalition was invincible. 

The votes that nominated Mr. Calder came from 
Manhattan and Brooklyn, where the Hughes- Whit- 
man organization and the German propaganda 
exerted themselves to the utmost to defeat Mr. 
Bacon. 

The German newspapers have a right to con- 
gratulate themselves on the result. They made 
a most effective campaign against Mr. Bacon in 
behalf of Mr. Calder aad Mr. Calder’s victory is 
their victory. 

The hyphenated press has had few German re- 
verses to record in Republican primaries since Mr. 
Hughes was nominated for President. It is not 
without reason that the New Yorker Herold boasts 
that in Illinois “every single Congressman who 
voted against Mr. Wilson's foreign policies has 
been renominated.” This is true. Dlinois Repub- 
licans in the House, under the leadership of James 
RK. Mann and Joseph G. Cannon, supported the Mo- 
Lemore resolution declaring that Americans have 
no rights on the high sea that Germany was bound 
to respect, and these men have all been renomi- 
nated in the Republican primaries. 

It is not strange that the German press grows 
more and more confident of defeating President 
Wilson and more and more venomous in its at- 
tacks upon him. 

The Illinois Staats-Zeitung ie fairly representa- 
tive of this sentiment when it says: “Wilson's 
hypocrisy, unmasked, disgusted every true Amert- 
can. Wilson’s lie about prosperity and his slogan, 
‘I have saved the nation from the terrors of war,’ 
will not undo the opposition of the united Repub- 
lican party and of those independent voters who 
do not believe in a prosperity founded on blood- 
shed and taking the place of peaceful, legitimate 
commerce. 

“Wilson’s removal from the nation’s political 
life is ardently hoped for by the majority of Amer-| 
ican citizens. The train that will take Wilson 
away from Washington, never to return, stands 
ready.” 

Each successive surrender of the Republican 
party to German demands gives the German 
propaganda new confidence and new resolution.

LSUT CHARGES | 
MAN HASTENED | 
CHEMIST'S DEATH 


Relatives of: Dr. , Rudolph A. 
Witthaus Say Jennie Cowan 
~ Encouraged Him to Drink, 


| 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22-—Charges 


against Miss Jennie Cowan, a benefi- 
clary in the estate to the extent of $99,- 
881, are’ made in an action begun in the 
Supreme Corut to set aside the will of 
1Dr. Rudolph A. Witthaus, formerly a 
professor in chemistry in Columbia Unf+ 
versity and an expert on poisons, who 
died Dec. 15, 1915, leaving an estate val- 
ued at $228,473. The suit has. been filed 
by his relatives. 

The complainants allege that a Miss 
Jennie Cowan Jived with Dr. Witthaus 
and that in order to obtain a part of 
the chemist’s fortune she gave to him 
or had given to him whisky, gin and 
other intoxicants in large quantities to 
dull his senses and cause his early 
death. 

The complainants are Guy Witthaus, 
Emily Mommer and Fred E. Mommer. 
They name as defendants Miss Cowan, 
Emily Zollikoffer, Eustace Conway, ex- 
ecutor of the estate, and the New York 
Academy of Medicine, also a beneficiary 
by Dr. Witthaus’ will. 

The will was admitted to probate Jan- 
uary 31, 1916. The complaint sets forth 
the belief of the plaintiffs that Dr. 
Witthaus did not execute the document 
according to law, because at the time he 
was not of a normal, sound or rational 
Siate of mind, and that the will was ‘‘se- 
cured by.fraud and undue influence and 
particuiarly under the improper influ- 
ence of Jennie Cowan.”’ 

Phen follows the charge that she lived 
with him, administered liquors to him 
and encouraged him to drink them ‘‘for 
the purpose of dulling his senses and 
causing his early demise, and that she 
was largely responsible for bringing 
about the physical and mental deteriora- 
tion of Rudolph A. Witthaus.”’ 

The complaint also sets forth: “She 
pretended that she was & spinster and 
single woman, whereas she well knew 
that she was marrted to one Robert 
Shore in 1908 and Secretly living and 
Inaintaining relations with her hus- 
band.’ 

Dr. Withaus bequeathed to Miss Cow- 
an $20,000 outright, all his books and bis 
personality. valued at $31,712: a life cs. 
tate in a’ trust fund of $47,669, from 
Which she was to receive $300 a month; 
a portrait of himself by Fagnani and 
an oil painting by Stanley Middleton. 

The rest of the estate was devised to 
the Academy of Medicine, which was to 
receive the principal of the trust fund 
on the death of Miss Cowan. The 
transfer tax reports the gross value of 
the estate at $228,473 and the net at $218, - 
704.
